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PREFACE 


Historical Statistics of the South resulted from repeated frustra- 
tion in dealing with several aspects of census research which include: 
the sparsity of complete sets of census materials; the time involved in 
compiling workable statistics for a number of consecutive enumera- 
tions; and the difficulty in identifying the nature of statistics due to 
changing definitions. To counter some of these problems, the authors 
compiled state-level census data available for a significant number of 
consecutive decades and listed these items by years under the 
individual states. Hopefully this compilation and organization will 
encourage the use of trend data by the non-specialist as well as 

‘expediting census research for the specialist. 

Explanations of terms are in the Glossary of Terms. Footnotes 
relate to the source of the information. Items which relate to per 
cent of a total (items 4, 35, 37, 39, and 42 of the General 
Population, Agriculture, and Manufacturing Statistics, 1790-1970) 
refer to the individual state’s percentage of the national total. 

No attempt to draw inferences from the data has been made. 
However, the data have potential for correlative and inferential! 
statistics. The authors intend to include correlative and inferential 
tables in future publications.

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Glossary of Terms 


White and Non-White Population: The classification of the popula- 
tion by color is not ordinarily based on replies to census questions 
asked by the enumerators but rather is obtained by observation. This 
concept does not, therefore, reflect a clear-cut definition of 
biological stock. The non-white population consists of Negroes, 
American Indians, Japanese, Chinese, Filipinos, and some other 
groups. Persons of mixed parentage are placed in the color 
classification of the non-white parent. Persons of Mexican birth or 
ancestry who are not definitely Indian or of other non-white stock 
have been classified as white in all censuses except that of 1930. In 
the 1930 Census, Mexicans were classified as non-white. ' 

1970 Racial Definition: The concept of race as used by the Bureau 
of the Census in 1970 reflects self-identification by respondents. The 
1970 census obtained information on race primarily through 
self-enumeration, the data represent essentially self-classification by 
people according to the race with which they identify themselves. 

For persons of mixed parentage who were in doubt as to their 
classification, the race of the person’s father was used. In 1960, 
persons who reported mixed parentage of white and any other race 
were classified according to the other race; mixtures of races other 
than white were classified according to the race of the father. 

The category ‘‘white” includes persons who indicated their race 
as white, as well as persons who did not classify themselves in one of 
the specific race categories on the questionnaire but entered 
Mexican, Puerto Rican, or a response suggesting Indo-European 
stock. 

The category ‘‘Negro’”’ includes persons who indicated their race 
as Negro or Black, as well as persons who did not classify themselves 
in one of the specific race categories on the questionnaire, but who 
had such entries as Jamaican, Trinidadian, West Indian, Haitian, and 
Ethiopian. The term ‘‘Negro and other races” includes persons of all 
races other than white.

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Urban/Rural Population: According to the definition adopted for use 
in the 1960 Census, the urban population comprises all persons living 
in (a) places of 2,500 inhabitants or more incorporated as cities, 
boroughs, villages, and towns (except towns in New England, New 
York and Wisconsin); (b) the densely settled urban fringe, whether 
incorporated or unincorporated, or urbanized areas; (c) towns in 
New England and townships in New Jersey and Pennsylvania which 
contain no incorporated municipalities as subdivisions and have 
either 25,000 inhabitants or more or a population of 2,500 to 
25,000 and a density of 1,500 persons or more to a square mile; (d) 
counties in states other than the New England States, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania that have no incorporated municipalities within 
their boundaries and have a density of 1,500 persons per square mile; 
and (e) unincorporated places of 2,500 inhabitants or more. In other 
words, the urban population comprises all persons living in urbanized 
areas and in places of 2,500 inhabitants or more outside urbanized 
areas. The population not classified as urban constitutes the rural 
population. 

Substantially the same definition was used in the 1950 Census, 
the difference being confined to the urban towns in New England 
and to urban townships in New Jersey and Pennsylvania. In censuses 
prior to 1950, the urban population comprise all persons living in 
incorporated places of 2,500 inhabitants or more and areas (usually 
minor civil divisions) classified as urban under somewhat different 
special rules relating to population size and density.? 

1970 Urban Definition: The 1970 criteria are essentially the same as 
those used in 1960 with two exceptions. The extended city concept 
is new for 1970. Secondly, in 1960, towns in the New England 
States, townships in New Jersey and Pennsylvania, and counties 
elsewhere, which were classified as urban in accordance with specific 
criteria, were included in the contiguous urbanized areas. In 1970 
only those portions of towns and townships in these States that met

the rules followed in defining urbanized areas elsewhere in the 
United States are included. 

Extended cities. — Over the 1960-1970 decade there has been an 
increasing trend toward the extension of city boundaries to include 
territory essentially rural in character. Examples are city-county 
consolidations such as the creation of the city of Chesapeake, Va., 
from South Norfolk City and Norfolk County and the extension of 
Oklahoma City, Okla., into five counties. The classification of all the 
inhabitants of such cities as urban would include in the urban 
population persons whose environment is primarily rural in charac- 
ter. In order to separate these people from those residing in the 
closely settled portions of such cities, the Bureau of the Census 
examined patterns of population density and classified a portion or 
portions of each such city as rural. An extended city contains one or 
more areas, each of at least 5 square miles in extent and with a 
population density of less than 100 persons per square mile 
according to the 1970 census. The area or areas constitute at least 25 
percent of the land area of the legal city or total 25 square miles or 
more. 

These cities—designated as extended cities—thus consist of an 
urban part and a rural part. When an extended city is a central city of 
an urbanized area or a standard metropolitan statistical area, only the 
urban part is considered as the central city. If the extended city is 
shown separately under the area, the city name is followed by the 
term “urban part.’’ In tables in which the city name is not followed 


by this term, the populations figure shown is for the entire city. 
Farm: For the 1958 Census of Agriculture, the definition of a farm 


was based primarily on a combination of “acres in the place” and the 
estimated value of agriculture sold. 

The word ‘“‘place’’ was defined to include all land under the 
control or supervision of one person or partnership at the time of 
enumeration and on which agricultural operations were conducted at 
any time in 1959. 

Places of 10 or more acres in 1959 were counted as farms if the 
estimated sale of agricultural products for the year amounted to at 
least $50. Place of less than 10 acres in 1959 were counted as farms 
if the estimated sales of agricultural products for the year amounted 
to at least $250. Places not meeting the minimum estimated level of 
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sales in 1959 were nevertheless counted as farms if they could 
normally be expected to produce agricultural products in sufficient 
quantity to meet the requirements of the definition. 

In 1950 agricultural operations were defined to include every 
place of three or more acres, whether or not the operator considered 
it a farm, and every place having ‘‘specialized operations,’ regardless 
of the acreage. ‘’Specialized operations’’ referred to nurseries and 
greenhouses and to places having 100 or more poultry, production of 


300 or more dozen eggs in 1949, or 3 or more hives of bees. 
For the 1950 Census of Agriculture, places of 3 or more acres 


were counted as farms if the annual value of agricultural products, 
whether for home use or for sale but exclusive of home-garden 
products, amounted to $150 or more. Places of less than 3 acres were 
counted as farms only if the annual sales of agricultural products 
amounted to $150 or more. A few places with very low agricultural 
production because of unusual circumstances, such as crop failures, 
were also counted as farms if they normally could have been 
expected to meet the minimum value or sales criteria. The decrease 
in the number of farms in 1950 and 1959, as compared with earlier 
censuses, was partly due to changes in the farm definition, especially 
with respect to places of 3 or more acres in size. 

The definition of a census farm has been changed several times 
since 1850. However in all censuses, the essential features of the farm 
definition have been that: (1) the land should be under the control 
of one person and (2) that the land should be used for or connected 
with agricultural operations. 

The requirement that the tracts of land be operated by one 
person has resulted in the counting of places operated by tenants, 
sharecroppers, and managers as separate farms. The requirement that 
all tracts operated by one person be considered one farm resulted in 
counting as one farm, places comprising owned land and rented land, 
and tracts of land operated by one person but widely separated as to 
location. 

Agricultural operations have been considered to include the 
growing of crops; the raising of domestic animals, poultry, and bees; 
and the production of other agricultural products, including the pro- 
duction of livestock on public lands and open ranges not under the 
exclusive control of a single individual.

Improved Land: This category includes all land regularly tilled or 
mowed, land in pasture which has been cleared or tilled, land lying 
fallow, land in gardens, orchards, vineyards, and nurseries, and land 
occupied by farm buildings. Substantially the same classification of 
farm land has been employed at different censuses beginning with 
1880. However, in 1920 the definition called for the inclusion as 
improved land of all pasture land which had been cleared or tilled, 
while in 1910 the only pasture land included as improved land was 
land pastured and cropped in rotation. This change in definition 


resulted in only a very limited change. 
Cropland Harvested: This includes land from which crops were 


harvested; land from which hay (including wild hay) was cut, and 
land in small fruits, orchards, vineyards, nurseries, and greenhouses. 
Land from which two or more crops were harvested was to be 
counted only once.® 

Figures for cropland harvested relate to the crop years immedi- 
ately preceding the Census date; other data relate to the Census date: 
October and November for 1959; April 1 for 1950, 1940 and 1930; 


January 1 for 1920; April 15 for 1910; June 1 for earlier censuses.® 
Farm Population: Farm population figures relate to the civilian 


population living on farms, regardless of occupation or source of 
incomes. The determination of whether a household is located on a 
farm has been made largely by the residents themselves. If the 
respondent in reply to the inquiry, ‘Is this house a farm (or ranch) ?”’ 
answers affirmatively, it is, in most cases, classified as a farm dwelling 
unit and the occupants as part of the farm population. Excluded are 
the following: persons living on farmland who rent for cash a home 
and yard only; persons in summer camps, motels, and tourist camps; 
and persons in institutions on farmland.’ 

Cotton Bales: Bales are running square bales, counting round as half 
bales (500 pounds gross). Cotton production excludes linters.® 
Manufacturing Establishments: The Censuses of 1850 to 1920 use the

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term ‘‘manufacturing establishment” to designate factories or plants 
whose products were valued at $500 or more, but in 1930 and 1940 
the minimum limit was $5,000.° Beginning with the 1947 manufac- 
turing census, reports were required from all establishments employ- 
ing one or more persons at any time during the census year. This 
change in the minimum size limit in 1947 has not appreciably 
affected the historical comparability of earlier census figures except 
for data on number of establishments for a few industries. '° 


Capital: The form of the inquiry regarding capital, at all censuses 
from 1850 to and including 1880, was so vague and general in its 
character that it cannot be assumed tha’ any true proportion exists 
between the statistics on this subject as elicited prior to 1890.'' 

The census from 1890 througn 1920 contain data on capital 
which was compiled on the basis of more specific instructions’ 
however its value is limited to comparisons of very general 
conditions. ' 2 

At the Census of 1880, the question on capital read: ‘Capital 
(real and personal) invested in the business.’’ At the Census of 1890, 
live capital, i.e., cash on hand, bills receivable, unsettled ledger 
accounts, raw materials, stock in process of manufacture, finished 
products on hand, and other sundries, was for the first time included 
as a separate and distinct item of capital, and the capital invested in 
realty was divided between land, buildings, and machinery. The form 
of inquiry in 1890 and 1900 was so similar that comparison may 
safely be made.'* 

In the Censuses of 1910 through 1920, the instructions for 
securing data relating to capital were as follows: ‘’The answer should 
show the total amount of capital, both owned and borrowed, on the 
last day of the business year reported. All the items of fixed and live 
capital may be taken at the amounts carried on the books. If land or 
buildings are rented, that fact should be stated and no value given. If 
a part of the land or buildings is owned, the remainder being rented,

that fact should be so stated and only the value of the owned 
property given. Do not include securities and loans representing 
investments in other enterprises.’’'* After the Census of 1920, this 


item was discontinued. 
Average Number of Wage Earners: At the censuses of 1850, 


1860, and 1870, the inquiries regarding employees called for 
“average number of hands employed.” The inquiries of 1880 were 
similar. In the Census of 1890 the average number of persons 
employed during the entire year was called for; and the average 
number was computed for the actual time the establishments were 
reported as being in operation. At the census of 1900 the greatest 
and least numbers of employees were reported, and also the average 
number employed during each month of the year. The average 
number of wage earners (men, women and children) employed 
during the entire year was computed in the Census office by using 
12, the number of calendar months, as a divisor into the total of the 
average numbers reported for each month. This difference in the 
method of ascertaining the average number of wage-earners during 
the entire year has resulted in a variation in the average number as 
between these two censuses, and should be considered in making 
comparisons. 

The schedules for 1890 included in the wage earning class 
“overseers and foremen or superintendents (not general superin- 
tendents or managers),’’ while the census of 1900 separate from the 
wage earning class such salaried employees as general superinten- 
dents, clerks and salesmen. Therefore this item varies in exactness. '® 

In the census of 1900, persons engaged in manufacturing were 
shown as (1) Proprietors and firm members (2) Salaried officials, 
clerks, etc., and (3) Wage earners. In the Census of 1910 the 
following categories were used: (1) Proprietors and firm members, 
not including the stockholders of incorporated companies or the 
members of cooperative associations; (2) Salaried officials of 
corporations; (3) Superintendents, (4) Managers, clerks, and other 
salaried employees; (5) Wage earners including pieceworkers. Further 
inquiry in regard to wage earners called for the number employed on 
the 15th of each month.'®

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The Census of 1920 continued the foregoing categories of 
employees except that it included superintendents in one category. 
As in 1900 and 1910, the average number of wage earners was 
computed by dividing the sum of the numbers reported for the 
several months by 12.17 

The Census of 1930 made a distinction between salaried officers 
and employees on the one hand, and wage earners on the other. Wage 
earners were defined as skilled and unskilled workers of all classes, 
including piece-workers employed at the plant, and foremen and 
overseers in minor positions who perform work similar to that done 
by the employees under their supervision. The average was computed 
in the same manner as previous censuses. '® 

The Census of 1940 defined wage earners as those who perform 
manual work, using tools, operating machines, handling materials and 
products, and caring for the plant and its equipment. They comprise 
both time and piece workers. Working foremen and ‘‘gang and straw 
bosses’’ are treated as wage earners, but foremen whose duties are 
primarily supervisory are classified as salaried employees. Averaging 
was done in the manner used in previous censuses. ' ® 

Manufacturing: The Census of 1900 and earlier censuses included 
establishments engaged in the neighborhood, household, and hand 
industries. The number of establishments canvassed was therefore 
relatively far greater at these earlier censuses than at the censuses 
following 1900, but as the establishments in the neighborhood, 
household, and hand industries are for the most part small, the other 
criteria show less change. For comparative purposes the statistics for 
1899 (but not 1900) have been revised by the Bureau of the Census 
so as to exclude these neighborhood, household and hand industries. 
The censuses of 1909 and 1910 and later years were confined to 
manufacturing establishments conducted under what is known as the 
factory system, exclusive of the so-called neighborhood, household 
and hand industries.?° 

Manufacturing is currently defined as the mechanical or chemical 
transformation of inorganic or organic substances into new products.

The assembly of component parts of products is also considered to 
be manufacturing if the resulting product is neither a structure nor 
other fixed improvement. These activities are usually carried on in 
plants, factories, or mills, which characteristically use power-driven 
machines and materials-handling equipment. 

Manufacturing production is usually carried on for the wholesale 
market, for transfer to other plants of the same company, or to the 
order of industrial users rather than for direct sales to the household 
consumer. However, some manufacturers (e.g., baking, milk bottling, 
etc.) sell chiefly at retail to household consumers through the mail, 
through house-to-house routes, or through salesmen. Some activities 
of a service nature (enameling, binding, plate making, etc.) are 
included in manufacturing when they are performed primarily for 
the trade; but they are considered nonmanufacturing when they are 
performed primarily to the order of the household consumer. On the 
other hand, some manufacturing industries include business firms 
which do not undertake physical production but perform only the 
entrepreneural function of buying the materials, designing, and 
marketing the product, and have the actual production done on 
contract (e.g., apparel jobbers). 

Other related and diverse supporting activities are likewise 
included in the definition of manufacturing and are described in 
greater detail in the current Bureau of Census reports.? ' 


General Statistics for Manufacturing Establishments 


Establishments: The Census of Manufactures is conducted on an 
establishment basis. That is, a company operating establishments at 
more than one location is required to submit a report for each 
location; also a company engaged in distinctly different lines of 
activity at one location is required to submit separate reports if the 
plan records permit such a separation and if the activities are 
substantial in size. 

Census tabulations of establishment reports, therefore, differ 
substantially from those prepared on a company basis, i.e., from 
consolidated reports which combine various types of activities at

different locations (thereby yielding a net sales figure for the 
industry exclusive of interplant transfers but making meaningful 
geographic tabulations of employment and value added impossible). 
These consolidated reports also include nonmanufacturing activities 
of companies primarily engaged in manufacturing. 

From 1947 through 1963 reports from manufacturing establish- 
ments have been required from all establishments employing one or 
more persons at any time during the census year. 

In the 1939 and earlier censuses, establishments with less than 
$5,000 value of products were excluded. The change in the minimum 
size limit in 1947 has not appreciably affected the historical 
comparability of earlier census figures except for data on number of 


establishments for a few industries. 2 ; 
All Employees: The category ‘‘all employees’ comprises all full-time 


and part-time employees on the payrolls of operating manufacturing 
establishments who worked or received pay for any part of the pay 
period which included the 12th and ended nearest the 15th of the 
months specified on the report forms. At the all-industry level, the 
employees of central administrative offices and auxiliaries are 
included. Included are all persons on paid sick leave, paid holidays, 
and paid vacations during these pay periods. Excluded are members 
of the Armed Forces and pensioners carried on the active rolls but 
not working during the period. Officers of corporations are included 
as employees; proprietors and partners of unincorporated firms, 
however, are excluded from the total. 

Employment and payroll total for central administrative offices 
and auxiliaries are included in the statistics shown for the years 1954 
to 1963. Prior to 1954, this information was not available. The 
“number of establishments with 20 or more employees” total for 
1958 and all previous years and ‘total number of establishments”’ 
total for 1954 and previous years does not include data for central 


administrative offices and auxiliaries.? ° 
Production and Related Workers: This category comprises workers 


(up through the working foreman level) engaged in fabricating, 
processing, assembling, inspection, receiving, storage, handling, pack- 
ing, warehousing, shipping (but not delivering) maintenance, repair,

janitorial, watchman services, product development, auxiliary pro- 
duction for plant’s own use (e.g., power plant), record keeping, and 
other services closely associated with these production operations at 
the establishment covered by the report. Supervisory employees 


above the working foreman level are excluded from this category.?* 
Man-hours: This total consists of all plant man-hours of production 
and related workers as defined above. It represents all man-hours 
worked or paid for at the plant including actual overtime hours (not 
straight-time equivalent hours). It excludes hours paid for vacations, 
holidays, or sick-leave, when the employee was not at the plant. 
Where employees elected to work during the vacation period, only 
actual hours worked by such employees were reported. 

Man-hours were generally well reported except in some indus- 
tries, such as apparel, where work is commonly performed on a 
piece-rate basis. However, man-hours were not collected for the very 
small establishments. Man-hours were estimated for these small 
establishments as well as for other non-reporters. Because estimating 
was largely confined to small establishments, there is no significant 
qualification to the validity of overall geographic area totals for 
man-hours, except for sawmills and a few other industries character- 
ized by small establishments.?® 
Value added by manufacture, adjusted: Value added by manufacture 
is derived by subtracting the total cost of materials (including 
materials, supplies, fuel, electric energy, cost of resales and miscel- 
laneous receipts) from the value of shipments (including resales) and 
other receipts and adjusting the resulting amount by the net change 
in finished products and work-in-process inventories between the 
beginning and end of the year.?® 
Captial Expenditures: This category includes expenditures made 
during the year for permanent additions and major alterations to 
plants as well as new machinery and equipment purchases, that were 
chargeable to fixed asset accounts of manufacturing establishments 
and were of a type for which depreciation accounts are ordinarily 
maintained. Expenditures for machinery and equipment include 
those made for replacement purposes, as well as for additions to

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plant capacity. Excluded from such expenditure total are costs of 
maintenance and repairs charged as current operating expense; new 
facilities and equipment leased from non-manufacturing concerns; 
new facilities owned by the Federal Government but operated under 
contract by private companies; and plant and equipment furnished to 
the manufacturer by communities and organization. 

For the years of 1958 to 1963, “capital expenditures’’ includes 
expenditures for plants under construction but not in operation in 
addition to expenditures at operating manufacturing establishments. 
Prior to 1958, the data represents expenditures at operating 
manufacturing establishments only.?7
